Jap Lines Hurled Back, 


R?ukden, Oct. 18. — The Russian 
forccG at 11 o'clock yesterday fore- 
noon penetrated the Japanese centre 
and, it Is reported» captured 11 or 13 
guns and 150 prisoners east of the 
railway. At another point during the 
day th9 Siberian regiments took 24 
guns. 


The Russian operations hiive been 
quite successftil.

Episcopal Glorgy Adopt Admendment 
Forbidding Remarriage. 


VrAS llEJECTED BY DEPUTIES 


P.oston, Oct. IS.—Tho house of bish- 
ops. one of the legislative bodies of 
tUe Episcopal 
general 
convention, 
adopted an amendment to the canon 
on marriage and divorce 
forbidding 
the remarriage of any divorcod person. 
The amendment was substantially the 
same as that which was rejected by 
the house of deputies on Friday last.

body was woll Itnown. In fact, a simi- 
lar amendnuuit was passed ft.t the San 
Francisco convention three years ago, 
but failed, as was the case this year, 
'to socure the support of the other 
house. A conference of 
committees 
representing the bishops and deputies 
will be held to consider the disagree- 
monf, but leading clergymen do not 
anticipate that the deputies will re- 
cede from their vote of last week. 


In the house of deputies a proposed 
canon providing a court of review, to 
which appeali? may be taken from tho 
decisions of diocesau courts, was re- 
ported. and its 
essential 
features 
adopted, though several minor provis- 
lonn went over. 
' Among theso 
one grouping 'the 
dioceses and missionary districts into 
seven provinces, each 
province 
to 
have a court of its own. A proposal 
to establish a court of appeals, a sort 
of supreme court, to be composed of 
the bishops of the church, was re- 
ferred to the next convention. 


The amendment to tho canon on 
marriage and divorce Is as follows: 


"No minister shall isolemnlze a mar- 
riage between any two persons unless 
by inquiry ho shall have satisfied him- 
self that neither person has been, or 
is, the husband or the wife of any 
other person then living, from whom 
he or she has been divorced for any 
cause arising after the marriage." 


Several additional amendments were 
presented In the house of bishops, one 
of which i)rovidGS that a 
divorced 
person shall hot bo admitted to the 
sacraments. 
There is a proviso, how- 
ever. that tho sacraments shall not be 
refused a penitent person in Imminent 
danger of death, nor to any person who 
shall solemnly aver that he or she v/as 
the Innocent party in a divorce for the 
cause of adultery.

of ot least two witnesses.

15» It had been fighting for two days

ing of tho last despatch the Japanese 
were Btill in poscesslon of the passes. 
In order that this column may be able 
to rejoin the main Russian army it la 
ncc€?i^ary tiiat General Kuropatlcin 
should hold the bridges over the Hun 
rivör and the position he now occu­ 
pies on tho Shakho river. 
There is 
no indication that the end of the great 
battle is at hand. 
Estimates of the 
losses show a wide divergence, but 
are as a rule lower than those given 
In Sunday’s despatches» when tho to­ 
tal of both sides was given as 60,000. 


J«Tp Line» Hurled Back. 
Biukden, Oct. 18. — The Russian 
forccs at 11 o’clock yesterday fore­ 
noon penetrated the Japanese centre 
and, it is reported, captured 11 or 13 
guns and 150 prisoners east of the 
railway. At another point during the 
day 1^9 Siberian regiments took 24 
gunB. 
The Russian operations hJive been 
quite suGcessfiil. Tho Japa'teese, after 
a terrifically stubborn resistance, were 
compelled to retire along the whole 
line, losing heavily. All the trenches 
carrlfed by thfe Russians were filled 
with tho Japanese dead. 
In one not 
very large trench there were counted 
600 corpses of Japanese, tn spite of 
their losses the Japanese were un­ 
daunted. They have brought up siege 
gune, and have left no stone unturned 
to retain the mastery of the situation. 
Every step the Russians have pushed 
forward has been in the face of a su­ 
perb resistance, that has cost tlie Rus­ 
sians dear. The Japanese seem to be 
willing to fight until they are annihi­ 
lated. 
Today is the 10th day of the battle. 


Hard Fight Covering Retreat, 
Headquarters of General Oku’s Left 
Army in the Field, October 15, via 
Tien Tsin, Oct 18.—The Russians last 
night retired along the eastern line, 
except on tho extreme right, where 
they made a strong stand at Liushinpo 
Station, 
in 
the 
Chinese 
village 
nearby. 
Eariy In the evening the Japanese 
advanced, but were unable to drive 
the Russians out. The Japanese then 
attempted to cut through along the 
railroad In order to prevent a Russian 
retreat. 
This 
determined 
Russian 
stand was largely unexpected, the rest 
of the line having withdrawn. 
At midnight the Russians attacked 
the Japanese line, and after a hard 
fight lasting four hours were driven 
back with heavy lopses. 
At dawn the Russians again at­ 
tacked and were again repulsed with 
heavy losses. 
In the morning tho 
Japanese 
succeeded 
in 
advancing, 
slowly pressing the Russians back. 
The fighting is still in progress, and 
the Japanese have captured the rail­ 
road station. 
The Russians made a most deter­ 
mined stand at Lamutie, a village just 
east of the railway and 14 miles south 
of Mukden. 
Lamutie completes the 
line aimed for by the Japanese. 
With about 40 guns to the north of 
Lamutie, the Japanese made a direct 
attack. The village to tho right was 
taken by two companies of infantry^ 
who advanced under cover of the river 
bank. An advance was then made to 
the east along the north bank of the 
river. 
Behind the Russian guns are lines 
of 
great 
baggage and ammunition 
trains, and the determined resistance 
was for the purpose 
of 
protecting 
thesfe until the retreat should be ac- 
complished. 
Large numbers of infantry were seen 
retreating all day. They were shelled 
by the Japanese heavy artillery. 
The fighting along this line for the 
last 24 hours was the heaviest of the 
entire l)attle. 
The Japanese probably will push 
forward, with a view to forcing an en^ 
tranct ko Mukden as soon as possible.

H^avlquartcr^ rif thò Russian Flank­ 
ing Column on the L«ft, Oct. 14, by 
couri^r via I^l^*3'*dcn, October IS.—On 
Octcb'^r 10, when the Russian advance 
guard appeared before Saitclioun Pass, 
ita eai'tcru detachment occiipied a cor­ 
responding position before Tumin Pass. 
Th^ fight bepran at 5.30 o’clock in tho 
mornfaji or October 11. ^ h o batteries 
on thfe rif'ht tiank opened^n three Jap- 
batteries situated to tho right of 
(he pnss. Sailchoun Pass is a double 
pass, the main defile being to the left, 
overtopped by high rooky mountains, 
while to the right are rocky ridges. 


^ onerai Gerngross^ corps was assigned 
to captare the passes by frontal attack, 
and th'e remainder of the Ruvsslan 
troops \voro to turn the Japanese posi­ 
tion an\l take them on the fiank. and 
rear. 
The first assault was set for noon, 
and the Russinn batteries pounded the 
Japanese posiiion, searching out their 
guns. Wherever possible, the Russian 
artillerS" was rapidly followed up by 
the infantry sdAance, the cannon fire 
being concentiTitcd first on one and 
then tn another Of the eminences, 
v/hich v/pre seamed v/ith Japanese 
trenclfe« from base to summit. 
The roar and crash of artillery, and 
tViO rattle of volley firing were deafen­ 
ing, The Japanese defended desperate­ 
ly. Their positions were so steep that 
the iittacl'ing Russians could make no 
proi;Tess in the face of a murderous 
fire .from the Japanese. Whole advance 
companies lay 
down, 
hugging the 
ground till evening and repulsing »sal­ 
lies 
by 
tho 
Japanese 
from 
their 
trenches. 
At night an order came to renew the 
attack. General Kondr^vtoyitch led his 
advance to the front, and again tho 
Russians began to scale the rugged 
heights. The 33d and 34th regiments 
fell under a withering fire. The men 
were scarcely able to breathe as they 
clambered up the steep «lopes, but they 
himg to the rocks and returned the fire 
that was poured down on them. Then 
they scrambled forward again. 
The 
S4th regiment, commiinded by Colonel 
Monskheloif, first peached thè trenches, 
going with the bayonet at the Japanese, 
who fought like little demons with 
clubbed guns, riwords, bayonets and re­ 
volvers. It v/as an indescribable melee. 
The .Russian reserves were ordered up 
to support the gallant 34th, and aided 
by the 36th regiment and parts of three 
other regiments the Russians carried 
tho lines of trenches, after which the 
men lay down, dead tired, in the Jap- 
ane^)^ shelters till'dawn. Then it was 
disc??/cred that while the attacking 
force ‘was about on a level with the 
passes themselves, they were only half 
way up the heights, which were com­ 
manded by Japanese positions. In these 
circumstances the Russians were forced 
to withdrav/. 
While this attack was going on the 
Russian right also 
carried several 
heights held by the Japanese, after a 
fierce resistance. The Japanese then 
assumed the offensive, rushing for­ 
ward in a great wave, but falling to 
dislodge the Russians from the posi­ 
tion they had gained. 
On the morning of October 12 the 
Russian batteries again signalled the 
beginning of another day‘s fighting. 
One battery silenced some Japanese 
moii^itain guns and then another Japa­ 
nese battery opened on the Russians, 
but‘a concentrated fire smothered that 
battfery also. Then tho Russian infan­ 
try advanced to the attack^ and tho 
fight became general. The left was 
heavily engaged. 
Tumin Pass was 
turned by detachments of the 3d, 33d 
and 2d regiments. More Japanese bat­ 
teries appeared on the heights. One of 
these, particularly annoying, * was lo­ 
cated 
by 
Captain Michaelis, whose 
guns, getting the range, literally blew 
it to pieces. From the Russian posi­ 
tions logs which formed the protec­ 
tive works for the Japanese 
gunS 
could Tjo seen to be thrown high in tìiiò 
air by the exploding shells. 
The whole day passed without mak­ 
ing much headway, and the Russian 
troops were again forced to seek the 
shelter of the rocky slopes, there to 
wait until nightfaii, when a fresh as­ 
sault was planned. The order came to 
advance at midnight, but the Japa­ 
nese themselves attacked at 10 o'clock.

driven back. The Rusj^ians follov/ed up 
the advantage and occupied the pass. 
Meantime in tho darkness the Rus­ 
sians got nearly all the commfinding

■*0?S i/iiUiC 
iVORCE REFORM 


Episcopa.1 Clergy Adopt Adinendment 
Forbidding Remarriage. 


V^AS REJECTED BY DEPUTIES 


P^oston, Oct. IS.—Tho house of bish­ 
ops, one of the legislative bodies of 
tile Episcopal 
general convention, 
adopted an amendment to the canon 
on marriage and divorce 
forbidding 
the romarringe of any divorced person, 
Tho amendment was substantially the 
same as that which was rejected by 
the house of deputies on Friday last 
The action of the bishops was not un­ 
expected, as the sentiment of that 
body was well known. In fact, a simi­ 
lar amendment was passed ft.t the San 
Francisco convention three years ago, 
but failed, as was the case this year, 
‘to socure tho support of the other 
house. A conference of committees 
representing the bishops and deputies 
will be held to consider the disagree- 
monf, but leading clergymen do not 
anticipate that the deputies will re­ 
cede from their vote of last week. 
In the house of deputies a proposed 
canon providing a court of review, to 
which appeal^? may be taken from tho 
decisions of diocesan courts, was re­ 
ported, and its 
essential 
features 
adopted, though several minor provis­ 
ions went over. 
Among these was one grouping the 
dioceses and missionary districts into 
seven provinces, each 
prbvince to 
have a court of its OAvii. A proposal 
to establish a court of appeals, a sort 
of supreme court, to be composed of 
the bishops of the church, was re­ 
ferred to the next convention. 
The amendment to the canon on 
marriage and divorce is as follows: 
‘‘No minister shall l5olemnize a mar­ 
riage between any two persons unless 
by inquiry ho shall have satisfied him­ 
self that neither person has been, or 
Is, the husband or the wife of any 
other person then living, from whom 
he or sho has been divorced for any 
cause arising after the marriage.'^ 
Several additional amendments were 
presented in the house of bishops, one 
of which i)rovidcs that a divorced 
person shall hot bo admitted to the 
sacraments. There is a proviso, how­ 
ever, that tho sacraments shall not be 
refused a penitent person in imminent 
danger of death, nor to any person who 
shall solemnly aver that he or she Viras 
the Innocent party in a divorce for the 
cause of adultery. 
Another 
amendment, which 
was 
adopted, compels all clergyment to 
observe closely the state laws on mar­ 
riages and provid s for the presence 
of at least two witnesses. 
The bishops voted to nominate mis- 
:?ionary bishops for Cuba, Hankow, 
China and Salt Lake. 


Pugllict Accidentally Kills a Man. 
Bosion, Oct. 18.—Nelson C. Hall, 
colored, was killed and Joe Walcott, 
the colored 'pugilist, was shot through 
the right hand by tho accidental dis­ 
charge of a revolver in the hands of 
Walcott early this morning. The ac­ 
cident occurred in the ante room of 
Union Park hall, where a dance v/as 
in 
progress, 
Walcott 
was 
arrest­ 
ed and later removed to the city hos­ 
pital. 
Walcott said that he was ex­ 
hibiting a magazine revolver of lar^e 
calibre to Hall v/Len from some un- 
Jtnown cause it was discharged. 
The 
bullet passed throufrh Walcott’s hand 
and then pierced Hail's heart, killing 
hlr*i instantly.

caterpillars, 
gypsy moths, brown-tail moths. May 
beetles, rose chafers, wireworms, cu- 
cumber and tomato beetles, also snails, 
thousand-legged worms and sow bugs. 
The quantity of injurious species de- 
stroyed forms sixty-two per cent, of 
its total food. Should auts be Included 
as injurious, as many 
housekeepers 
would think proper, this figure would 
be increased to olghty-oue per cent. 
These figures, derived from careful ex- 
aminations, show the toad to be a 
highly beneficial animal, and well en- 
titled to man's protection in every pos- 
siblo way. 


The amount of food consumed by the 
toad Is remarkable. Records Iwve been 
given of 
finding 
seventy-seven thou- 
sand-legged worms in one stomach, 
thirty-seven tent caterpillars in an- 
other» slxty-ilve gypsy-moth caterpil- 
lars in a third, and 
flfty-tive 
army 
worms in a fourth. Under the writer's 
direction 
twenty-four 
medium-sized 
gypsy-moth caterpillars were fed to a 
toad under observation before its ap- 
petite was appeased, -while Mr. F. H. 
Mosher fed over thirty full grown cel- 
ery caterpillars to another In less than 
three hours. 
Dr. Dodge has seen a 
toad "snap up eighty-six house flies in 
less than ten minutes," while he has 
also published an interesting observa- 
tion by Ellen M. Foskett, Worcester, 
Mass., who fed ninety rose-bugs to a 
toad without satisfying its appetite. 


The number of insects a toad con- 
sumes in a season is conjectural. The 
writer is satisfied that the amount of 
food taken in twenty-four 
hours

In ninety days (a period selected be- 
cause May, June and July represent 
the time of the toad's greatest activity) 
it would destroy 360 beneficial insects 
(ground beetles) and 9720 injurious or 
noxious insects. 
Take the single item 
of cut-worms. These insects are preyed 
upon by ground beetles. 
Let us as- 
sume that the ground beetles, if spared, 
would have succeeded in 
capturing 
ten per cent, of the cut-worms. 
This 
would leave a net balance of 1944 cut- 
worms to the toad's credit. 
Many 
gardeners give their children one cent 
apiece for each cut-worm found and 
destroyed, considering this a low esti- 
mate of the damage caused by the in- 
sects. 
Even at this nominal 
figure, 
without considering the importance of 
the destruction of other injurious in- 
sects, the toad's services on this one 
item would figure $10.44. 


The toad suiters from enemies both 
naturtal and unnatural. 
Of those pro- 
vided by nature a few internal para- 
sites are 
sometimes 
found, -while 
hawks, owls, crows, snakes and skunks 
yearly destroy large numbers. 
The 
marsh hawk kills a great many toads 
during the spawning season, 
while 
hens, ducks, geese and guinea fowls 
feed on the young toads as they ml- 
gi-ate from the breeding pools. 


It Is, perhaps, the irony of fate that 
large numbers of the toad should be 
killed by man, the one most benefited 
by its life. Lawn mowers work great 
slaughter among them, while the prac- 
tice of burning over lawns and fields 
kills more. The killing of toads in this 
way is largely unnecessary, and the 
extra labor involved In protecting their 
lives will be more than repaid by their 
services.

O the crodit of tko toad we 
must place tko destruction 
of a remarkably largo num­ 
ber 
of 
particularly 
In­ 
jurious insects, such as out- 
wuruis. 
army 
worms, 
caterpillars, 
gypsy moths, brown-tail moths, May 
beetles, rose cbafors, wlreworms, cu­ 
cumber and tomato beetles, also snails, 
thousand-logged worms and sow bugs. 
Tbe quantity of injurious species de­ 
stroyed forms sixty-t\vo per cent, of 
its total food. Should ants bo included 
as injurious, as many housekoepors 
would think proper, this figure would 
be increased to olghty-one per cent. 
Those figures, derived from careful ex­ 
aminations, show th^ toad to be a 
highly beneficial animal, and well en­ 
titled to man's protection in every pos­ 
sible w'ay. 
The amount of food consumed by the 
toad is remarkable. Records Imve been 
given of finding seventy-seven thou­ 
sand-legged worms in one stomach, 
thlrty-sevon tent caterpillars in an­ 
other, sixty-five gypsy-moth caterpil­ 
lars in a third, and fifty-five army 
worms in a fourth. Under the writer’s 
direction 
twenty-four 
medium-sl/.ed 
gypsy-moth caterpillars were fed to a 
toad under observation before its ap­ 
petite was appeased, while Mr. F. H. 
Mosher fed over thirty full grown cel­ 
ery caterpillars to another in less than 
three hours. 
Dr. Dodge has seen a 
toad “snap up eighty-six house ilies in 
less than ten minutes.’* while he has 
also published an interesting observa­ 
tion by Ellen M. Foskett, Worcester, 
Mass., who fed ninety rose-bugs to a 
toad without satisfying its appetite. 
The number of insects a toad con­ 
sumes in a season is conjectural. The 
writer is satisfied that the amount of 
food taken 
in 
twenty-four 
hours 
amounts to about four times the stom­ 
ach capacity. 
In cold w^eather this 
figure would be low'or, while in mid­ 
summer, when insect life is at its 
height, the quantity would probably 
be larger. 
In ninety days (a period selected be­ 
cause May, June and July represent 
tbe time of the toad’s greatest activity) 
It would destroy 360 beneficial insects 
(ground beetles) and 9720 injurious or 
noxious insects. Take the single item 
of cut-worms. These insects are preyed 
upon by ground beetles. 
Let us as­ 
sume that tbe ground beetles, if spared, 
would have succeeded in capturing 
ten per cent, of the cut-worms. This 
would leave a net balance of 1944 cut­ 
worms to the toad's credit. 
Many 
gardeners give their children one cent 
apiece for each cut-worm found and 
destroj’od, considering this a low esti­ 
mate of the damage caused by the in­ 
sects. 
Even at this nominal figure, 
w’itbout considering the importance of 
tlie destruction of other injurious in­ 
sects, tbe toad’s services on this one 
item would figure $10.44. 
Tbe toad suifers from enemies both 
naturtal and unnatural. Of those pro­ 
vided by nature a few internal para- 
sitx^s are 
sometimes 
found, while 
hawks, owls, crows, snakes and skunks 
yearly destroy large numbers. 
The 
marsh hawk kills a great many toads 
during: the spawning season, while 
hens, ducks, geese and guinea fowls 
feed on the young toads as they mi- 
gi-ate from the breeding pools. 
It is, perhaps, tbe irony of fate that 
large numbers of the toad should be 
killed by man, the one most benefited 
by its life. Lawji mowers work great 
slaughter among them, while the prac­ 
tice of burning over lawns and fields 
kills more. The killing of toads in this 
way is largely unnecessary, and the 
extra labor involved in protecting their 
lives will be more than repaid by their 
services. 
The heaviest charge of wrong doing 
must be entered against the small boy, 
ubiquitous. 
Inquisitive 
and 
often 
thoughtlessly cruel. In a case coming 
under the w'riter’s notice two boys in 
one afternoon established tbe disrepu­ 
table record of seventeen dead and 
mutilated toads captured at a breeding 
pool. 
Such a wanton and expensive 
exbibltiou of cruelty may be unique, 
but it is certain that tbou.sands of toads 
are killed in this way annually and 
this practice will contijnie until our 
l^oys are taught to recognize the value 
of the toad and to respect its rights. 
Laws protect our i isectivorous bn*ds, 
is wpll as others whose worth to man 
s, to say tJie least, a debatable ques- 
ion. 
The toad’s worth is an esiab- 
is'.ied fact. 
Should it Jiot receive a 
^iuilar protection? 
' It is said that English gardeners 
f 
ften pay as higii ns 
a hundred for 
;ails for colonizing purposes. 
That 
bucb a procedure is sometimes suct ess- 
tul is shown by tho experience ot the 
jwclMcnow’n authoress, Celia Thaxter, 
who at one 
found her beautJInl 
[gardens at the Isles of Shoals overrun 
b j insects and ¿rails. A considerable 
number of toads were imported from 
tho uainland, with tbe result that in a 
short time the pests were suppressed 
and the flowers preserved from harm. 
A better plan is lo provide a breeding 
place for toads and cariT them to it at 
the mating time, so that later in the 
ieasoa th^ youug toads, leaving the 


water, may establish thomselvosTuTlie 
locality. 
A shallow pool, having a 
small, but constant water supply, is 
all that Is noedrd. 
Stagnant rathor 
than running water is desirable, since 
tho growths iu which tho tadpoles food 
do not develop so well >vbore there 1» 
a current. Further, the stagnant pools 
usually have a higher temperature, 
thus favoring the growth of the tad­ 
poles. Against this plan may be urged 
tUe brooiilng of mosquitoes in suck 
pools, and under such circumstances 
this objection may prove an important 
one. 
It is entirely possible, however» 
that the tadpoles will keep doANni the 
mosquito larvae, and in any case the 
young toads will leave the water by 
midsummer, or bt'fore the mosqultof« 
become abundant, when the pools may 
be drained. 
It is always well to provide artificial 
shelters for toads iu gardens. 
These 
are easily made by digging shallow 
holes and partially covering them wlUi 
a board or fiat stone. Toads will use 
those shelters for w'oeks, sallying forth 
by niglit and returning at daybreak, 
(troenhouso owners will find toads par* 
ticularly useful as destroyers of snails, 
SOW’ bugs, weevils and other injurious 
forms of animal life. The well-known 
entomologist, Dr. Ritzema Bos, writes: 
“In tho research gardens of the Rouen 
entomological 
laboratory 
the snails 
were entirely exterminated in 18i)l as 
a result of introducing 100 frogs.** At 
Malden, Mass., a collection of valuable 
orchids woi‘0 severely injured through 
tbe attacks of myriai)ods and sow bugs. 
On the writer’s advice a number of 
toads wore introduced, and all damage 
from this cause soon ceased. 
Many 
other cases whei’e the toad may ho 
made useful will suggest themselves. 
The common greenhouse rose weevil 
(Fuller’s beetle) can doubtless be con­ 
trolled iu greenhouses by tbe aid of 
toads, particularly if tbe beetles be 
jarred from the bushes at occasional 
intervals.— From United States Farm­ 
ers* Bulletin.

Incense is the resinous pear or pear- 
shaped gum that exudes from a tiee 
found in British Somaliland, from near 
Berbera to Cape Guardafui. Some in­ 
cense comes from a region adjoining 
Maskat, near the Arabian coast. 
In­ 
ferior incense is found in India, but 
tho best and greatest quantity comes 
from British Somaliland. 
The incense tree is squatty, thorny 
and unsightly, like tbe myrhh and aca­ 
cia, and seldom roaches a height of 
fifteen' feet. 
Incense is not only used in worship, 
but many Orientals use it to sweeten 
tho breath and burn it in their houses 
to kill disagreeable odors. 
The crop 
varies 
from 
2,240.000 to S.SGOJHK) 
pounds, and is gathered in the au­ 
tumn and brought to market by tbe 
Somolis during the 
winter 
months. 
The price ranges from two to six an­ 
nas (four to twelve cents) per pound, 
according to quality. 
Incense is extensively used all over 
the Orient, and last year 1,493.744 
pounds \vere shipped to Bombay, which 
is a great distributing point, and 1,- 
42C,8iS0 pounds to Europe, the greater 
portion going to Marseilles and Trieste,
